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In doing library research for my forthcoming 
book, The Illustrated Dictionary of Orchid Gen- 
era, I came across many orchid genera names 
that had been lectotyped, but usually nothing 
further in the way of information. I needed to 
verify that the name had been lectotyped, when 
and by whom. So I went on a quest to research 
this quagmire, and though I managed to locate 
many sources, a few have escaped me. The lec- 
totyped names are located in various journals 
and books, and some generic names have even 
been lectotyped by more than one author.
